Grey  hair  is  therefore  usually  a  mark  of  sbrualftW' 
or  contracted  skin,  whether  it  be  the  effect  of  as- 
ternal causes,  such  as  cold,  or  internal  causes,  such 
as  gner,  fever,  and  head -ache,  or  too  great  devotees 
to  business,  whether  it  occurs  iu  manhood  or  old 
age. 

I  am  not  aware  that  it  has  ever  been  attempted 
to  cure  or  prevent  grey  hair  by  the  same  means 
which  I  have  pointed  out,-  but  the  principle  on 
wtuch  I  depend  to  perform  a  cure,  by  the  use  of 
this  compound,  is  the  restoration  of  the  functions  of 
the  skin  to  youthful  freshness  and  pliability ;  and 
from  the  knowledge  I  possess,  I  can  assure  those 
who  will  persevere  in  the  use  of  it,  that  it  is  entirely 
within  the  limits  of  probability,  if  strict  attention 
be  paid  to  the  directions  given  with  each  bottle  of 
the  composition.

for  theft,  wo  in  a  little  time,  while  he  yet  hanged 
on  the  gallows,  had  ius  body  strangely  wvered  over 
with  hair-  some  moderns  deny  i&e  authenticity  tf 
these  and  other  similar  instances. 

Saw  as  a»  Ornament,  or  an  Enstqn  of  utgnity  or 
Bekqvm. — By  the  Jews,  haa  was  <vom  aaturally 
long,  just  s8  it  grew,  hut  *he  pnesc*  rxad  theirs  cart 
every  fortnight,  while  they  ware  m  «r*rtmg  at  the 
temple;  they  made  ose  of  ao  tasare,  howev««,  bat 
scifi8or8  only,  The  Naaantes,  Wuile  Uiefr  tow  oon- 
toued,  were  forbidden  so  touch  inea  heada  ws&  e 
razor. 

The  falling  off  of  the  hair,  er  *  nbartfre  k  its  aoietv 
was  regarded  amongst  the  HetKewn «»  «.  <ngn  of  the 
leprosy  SlacK  hai»  was  wteemeC  »>y  them  as  »&e 
most  beautiful  A.baalom'6  tuur  i-m  oat  tm<»  a  fear, 
and  it  is  aaid  to  have  weigned  two  aundred  aheteici 
by  the  tang's  weigcw,  wmen  >s  ibout  th^rty-ons 
oiioises  The  law  of  God  hath  left  00  paticular  of 
dicaiioe  with  ,seapect  to  the  hair, 

The  hair  of  both  Grecian  *nd  Jewish  Wumen,  en- 
gaged a  prmcipal  share  of  their  5»rc«ation,  md  Sha 
Soman  ladies  seem  to  have  been  oo  'ess  ijurious  wi& 
respect  to  theirs:  they  generafiy  worf'  it  long,  and 
dresseo  in  a  variety  of  ways,  ornamenting  it  wtSa 
gold,  river,  pearls,  Sc    On  &fl  c:aUi-v."«i«*  «uu 


imoogst  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  and  amongst  the 
later  Jews,  wore  tbeir  hair  short,  as  mar  he  oollected 
from  books,  statues,  models,  &c,  this  formed  a  pnn- 
apal  disnnetaon  m  dress  betwixt  the  two  sexes. 
This  ooservation  illustrates  a  passage  in  St  Paul's 
iSpistle  to  the  Corinthians — 1  Cor.  xi  14,  15  St 
Paul  forbids  the  Corinthian  women,  when  praying  by 
livme  inspirandn,  to  have  their  hair  dishevelled,  pro 
bably  because  nhis  made  them  resemble  the  heathen 
priestesses,  wnen  actuated  by  the  pretended  influence 
df  their  gcwi. 

^ziougsi  tne  ureeKB,  both  sexes,  a  few  aays  be 
fc>re  marnage,  cm  off  and  consecrated  their  hair  as 
an  offering  to  their  favorite  deities.  It  was  also  cus- 
tomary among  taem  to  hang  the  hair  of  the  uead  on 
toe  door  of  toeir  houses  previous  to  interment.  They 
likewise  tore,  cut  off,  and  aometunes  shaved  their 
hair,  when  mourning  for  their  deceased  relations  or 
friends,  which  they  laid  upon  the  corpse,  or  thre-p? 
Into  the  pile,  to  be  consumed  together  with  the  bod}. 
The  ancients  imagined  that  no  person  conij  di< 
bck  of  hair  was  eui  off,  and  this  act  they  supposed 
*as  performed  by  the  invisible  hand  of  death,  or  Iris, 
v  some  otuet  messenger  of  the  gods.  T,he  hair  thus 
:;ut  off,  it  «a*  a  ip}>osed,  consecrated  the  person*  to 
ihe  infernal  deities,  under  whose  Jurisdiction  the 
dead  we"*  suojiosed  to  be.  It  was  a  sort  of  first 
fruit,  whuifc  -viaotkmed  tee  whole,  See. Virgil's 
JSneid 

Whate-'  :f  was  the  fashion  m  respect  to  the  bair  us 
the  Grecu~j  S'^ws,  the  sla*  es  were  'orbidden  to  imi= 
ate  the  freemen.  The  hai:  of  the  staves  was  always 
out  in  a  particular  manne'1.  wruch  they  nc  longer  re- 
tained after  tne?  procured  tbeii  freedom. 

It  was  83tet;ined  a  distmg.ushed  honor  among  the 
ancient  Gaols  to  have  long  bail,  and  hence  came  the 
appellation,  Gallia  Coinato.  for  this  reason,  Julius 
Caesar,  upon  subduing  the  Gauls,  made  them  cut  off 
their  hair,  as  a  tokeu  of  submission,  it  was  with  a 
new  to  this,  taat  such  as  afterwards  quitted  tne 
world  to  go  and  live  m  cloisters,  preferred  their  nan1 
to  be  shaven  off,  to  show  that  they  bade  ashen  to  all 
tarthly  ornaments,  and  make  a  vow  of  perpetual  sub- 
notion to  their  superiors.

The  .clerical  tonsure  is 

related  by  Isodore  in  his  Balensis,  as  of  apostolical 

institution. 

Long  hair  was  anciently  held  so  odious,  that  then* 
is  a  canon  st.il!  extant,  of  the  year  1096,  importing 
that  such  as  wore  long  hair,  should  be  excluded  from 
coming  into  church  while  living,  and  not  be  prayed 
for  (vhen  dead  We  have  a  furioua  declamation  of 
Luitfruud  against  the  emperor  Phocas  for  wearing 
long  hair,  after  the  manner  of  the  other  emperors  ol 
toe  Eas'i,  aD  except  Theopilas,  who,  being  baid,  en- 
joined all  his  suojeeta  to  shave  their  heads. 

The  French  historians  and  antiquarians  have  bees 
very  exact  in  recording  the  head  of  hair  of  their  se- 
veral kings,  Charlemagne  wore  it  very  short ;  hie 
son  shorter,  Charles  the  Bald  had  »one  at  all  Un 
der  Hugh  Capet  it  began  to  appear  again;  this  the 
ecclesiastics  took  in  dudgeon,  and  excommunicated 
all  who  let  their  hair  grow.  Peter  Lombard  expos- 
tulated the  matter  so  warmly  with  Charles  the  Young, 
that  he  cut  off  his  hair  and  bis  successors' ;  and  sonv? 
generation  wort-  it  very  short  A  professor  in 
Utrecht  in  1650,  wrote  expressly  on  the  queatio-o 
whether  it  be  lawful  for  men  to  weaHoug  hair  •  and 
concluded  for  the  negative.  Another  livine  named 
Reves,  who  had  written  for  the  t-hrmative-  replied 
to  him.
